NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN THAT the State Water Resources Control Board (State Water 
Board) staff will hold a public workshop on Tuesday, January 24, 2012, concerning the revisions 
to the Sanitary Sewer System Waste Discharge Requirements (SSS WDRs) proposed by staff 
as part of the SSS WDRs review and update.  A quorum of State Water Board members may be 
present, but no action will be taken at the workshop.  
 
At the workshop, State Water Board Staff will present the proposed revisions to the SSS WDRs, 
comments received on the significant issues raised with these revisions, a summary of 
responses to comments on significant issues raised, and alternatives developed by staff for 
revising the SSS WDRs to address some of the comments.  

BACKGROUND  

State Water Resources Control Board (State Water Board) staff prepared draft revisions to the 
SSS WDRs based, in part, on information received during SSS WDRs review and update 
outreach activities.  The revised SSS WDRs were circulated for public comment on 
March 24, 2011.  The public comment period ended on May 13, 2011.  A total of 176 comment 
letters were received containing approximately 2,500 comments on the proposed revisions to 
the SSS WDRs.
